Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the references anticipate and make obvious the 
claimed invention. 

In response to arguments about the patterned “gate structure 50", it is noted that the term “comprising" is an open ended and does 
not exclude additional process steps that are not claimed. Also, there is not specific language to exclude the additional process of Hsu 
shown in figures 5-9. Rather, Figure 4 teaches the claimed gate layer and figure 10 teaches the required contact. 

In response to arguments that the well and contact regions have the same conductivity type, it is noted that this limitation is not 
recited in the claim. Please note claim 9 defines the conductivity of the well, but is silent with respect to the conductivity of the contact 
regions. 

Therefore, the rejections are considered to be proper. 
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
